Renovations may close 
city library for months

Will the Romulus Public Li- 
brary be forced to close down 
for six months during the as- 
bestos removal effort this 
year? 

Plans for such asbestos re- 
moval at both the library and 
Romulus City Hall are cur- 
rently under way, but answers 
for questions about when the 
process will begin and end re- 
main unanswered. 

One possibility being dis- 
cussed in City Hall is the clos- 
ing of the library in March or 
April to allow asbestos to be 
removed and a sprinkler sys- 
tem to be installed. 

Romulus Library Director 
Diane Hazen said she had ini- 
tially been informed that the 
library might be closed in mid- 
February. “But we can’t do 
that now, because I need at 
least a month to contact our 
patrons and other persons in- 
teracting with the library, as 
well as to take care of many of 
the other transitional ele- 
ments that would be included 
in such a period.” 

After the physical work is 
completed, Romqlus City Hall 
offices could be tv^oved inside 
the library for the duration, 
while similar work is con- 
ducted there, a city spokesman 
said. 

During that period, City 
Council meetings could be 
conducted in the 34th District 
Court building. 

While library employees 
are technically on the staff of 
Wayne County, Hazen said, 
“The city of Romulus owns the 
building and books and reim- 
burses the county for our sal- 
aries.

“I guess City Hall (Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and the city 
council members) will have 
the final decision as to 
whether we close down en- 
tirely, re-locate or set up some 
type of limited library service 
unit,” Hazen explained. 

Several possible temporary 
library sites have been dis- 
cussed, Hazen said, but de- 
clined to name them at this 
time. 

Another possibility, Hazen 
explained, is to have a hot line 
system directing Romulus 
Public Library patrons to Be- 
lleville, Wayne or Taylor Li- 
braries for various needs. 

All sides are wondering 
how City Hall offices could be 
relocated even on a temporary 
basis at the neighboring li- 
brary building. “It’s like put- 
ting 10 pounds of potatoes in a 
5-pound bag,” one official 
quipped. 

To add to the confusion, 
Children’s Library Director 
Kim Potter said she had ex- 


pected to open a pair of Macin- 
tosh Computers for local 
patron use sometime this 
month. 

“We have them almost all 
ready, except for adding some 
new software, but we have to 
await a final decision on our 
move,” Potter explained. 

One of the computers (ac- 
cording to the library grant 
proposal) is to be reserved for 
children of pre-school and ele- 
mentary school age. The other 
is slated for use by junior and 
senior high school-age stu- 
dents (and adults). 

The computer for the youn- 
ger children will include var- 
ious educational programs, 
such as “Book Brain” a system 
that encourages children to 
read books. 

The computer for the older 
youth and adults will include a 
word processor and laser 
printer. 

Two library offerings slated 
for this month remain on tap, 
Potter said. 

The first will be at 1 p.m. 
this Saturday, when Ronald 
McDonald will pay the chil- 
dren a visit and read a book 
and entertain those in atten- 
dance. Ronald’s visit is being 
sponsored by the Wayne Road 
McDonald Restaurant in Ro- 
mulus. 

The following Saturday, also 
at 1 p.m., a story teller named 
Shanta from Chicago will offer 
folk tales and poems relating 
to experiences of American, 
Caribbean and African resi- 
dents. 

Her 45 minute production is 
being sponsored by the Michi- 
gan Humanities Council, Pot- 
ter said. 

There is no charge to attend 
either performance. 


Questions surround crash deaths

Police chases after robbery 
suspects in Van Buren Towns- 
hip, Romulus and Madison 
Heights that have resulted in 
the deaths five individuals in 
the past week have prompted 
questions regarding the pur- 
suit policies of various police 
departments. 

The death of two Romulus 
family members, John Brady, 
30, and his 51- year-old mother, 
Reva, sparked such questions 
from family friends and 
neighbors. 

While some felt that the 
number of police chases 
should be diminished, many 
others (particularly law enfor- 
cement officials) stressed the 
answer could be stronger leg- 
islation to penalize the felons 
in the getaway cars. 

In the local incident, two 
unidentified suspects report- 
edly robbed an employee of 
the Aspen Party Store in 
Belleville last Thursday and 
fled into Romulus racing 
through two or more red traffic 
lights, police said. 

Unfortunately for the Brady 
family members enroute to a 
store to purchase medication 
for a third family member, the 
high speed chase was cli 
maxed by the crash of the flee- 
ing car into the Bradys pick-up 
truck. 

Despite swift action by 
bystanders in pulling the 
Brady mother and son from 
the damaged truck, it is 
believed the pair were killed 
instantly. 

The force of the crash 


ripped the bed off the rear of 
the truck and sent it spinning 
off the roadway. Shortly after 
the fatally injured pair were 
freed from the cab, police 
report the vehicle burst into 
flames. 

Romulus firefighters 
rushed to the scene extin- 
guished the flames and 
attempted to revive the 
Bradys. 

Meanwhile Van Buren and 
Romulus police officers 
rushed to the smashed 1991 
Chevrolet Lumina and quickly 
apprehended the pair wanted 
for the earlier robbery. 

Seeing a shotgun lying on 
the back seat next to a seri- 
ously injured suspect, police 
smashed a rear window and 
confiscated the weapon. 

The unidentified male 
(believed to be from Detroit) 
found sprawled in the rear 
seat was flown to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital in 
Ann Arbor. 

Despite reports of his death, 
the accused suspect is report- 
edly still alive and faces rob- 
bery and two murder charges. 

The driver of the car (identi- 
fied only as a 31-year old 
Detroit male) was taken to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne, 
where he is under police 
guard and being treated for 
head and internal injuries. He 
was slated to be arraigned on 
the robbery and murder 
charges at the hospital some- 
time this week, police said 

Funeral services for the 
Bradys were Sunday at the t ht 
Funeral Home with Pastor 
Chris Anderson officiating. 


John Brady is survived by 
his father, Larry; a brother, 
Lester; and two grandmothers, 
Pearl Brady and Juanita 
Elkins. 

He was predeceased by his 
grandfather, Vernon Elkins. 

Reva Brady was survived by 
her husband, Larry; a son, Les- 
ter; and her mother, Juanita. 

She also was predeceased 
by her father, Vernon Elkins. 

Cremation rites were 
accorded both family 
members. 

A similar crash and resul- 
tant innocent victim deaths 
occurred three days later in 
Madison Heights.

Murder trial still on hold

The trial of a Virginia man 
wanted in connection with a 
Romulus murder in 1978 is ap- 
parently on hold while Wayne 
County Sheriff’s deputies 
await his return to the area. 

Daniel Ray Dowling, now 44, 
was arrested in Front Royal, 
Va. on Nov. 10, 1992 in connec- 
tion with the Romulus shoot- 
ing death of Joanne Lincoln, 
23, on Aug. 28, 1978. 

But Virginia court delibera- 
tions in December led to a de- 
lay in his extradition hearing 
until early in February 1993. 

Public safety officials in 
both Michigan and Virginia re- 
vealed that Dowling had asked 
permission to be allowed to re- 
turn to this area on his own, 
rather than in handcuffs. 

When that offer was re- 
jected by Wayne County au- 
thorities, the February date 
was set. 


Sheriff’s investigators re- 
fuse to divulge any informa- 
tion about what caused them 
to reopen the, 14-year-old Lin- 
coln murder case “until Dowl- 
ing arrives back in Wayne 
County.” 

According to sheriff’s re- 
ports at the time, Lincoln was 
fatally wounded in an apart- 
ment she shared with Dowling 
in Romulus. She was first 
taken to the old Wayne County 
General Hospital and later 
was transferred to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospitals in 
Ann Arbor. 

Lincoln died two days later. 

Dowling reportedly was 
questioned in connection with 
the shooting death at the time, 
sheriff’s records show. 

But he claimed then that a 
shot was fired through their 
open apartment window in a 
building at Middlebelt and 
Ecorse roads. That building is 
no longer standing. 

Lt. Dan Mefford of the 


Wayne County Sheriff’s De- 
partment revealed in mid- 
November 1992 that “new evi- 
dence” had been discovered 
and that led to the “open mur- 
der” warrant filed in Virginia. 

Dowling also was charged 
with a felony firearms rap in 
the warrant. 

Once Dowling arrives in 
Wayne County the “open mur- 
der” charge will be re defined, 
Mefford explained. 

Dowling reportedly used his 
wife’s day care business and 
his own auto- related firm as 
collateral to post $100,000 bail 
in November. 

According to court records 
in Warren County, Va., Dowling 
was born in Detroit and moved 
to Brownstown, Va. in the 
1980s. Since then he has owned 
and operated a business 
known as Ronnie Glen Mo- 
torhaus in Front Royal, Va. 

Dowling reportedly repairs 
and sells used cars in Virginia, 
authorities confirmed.

Killed in that accident were 
April F. Vance, 18, and her boy- 
friend, Michael J. Miller, 19. 

Both resided in Roseville. 

The pair and a third occu- 
pant in their car, George Ful- 
kerson, 21, of Madison Heights 
(who died later), were fatally 
injured when their car was 
rammed by a van containing 
two Detroit men being chased 
after a “smash and grab” bur- 
glary at a Novi computer store. 

The suspect duo reportedly 
were operating a stolen vehi- 
cle, which they used to smash 
through the plate glass doors 
of the computer store. The 
owner claims $15,000 in 
computer equipment was 
stolen. 

Just as in the Romulus case, 
the two Detroit men were 
charged with burglary and 
three murder charges.

Signs of Troubled Feet

Convicted misdemeanants 
from western Wayne Counties 
communities are spending 
their sentences in Hillsdale, 
Gladwin, Isabella and Iosco 
counties. 

It's not that local public 
safety officials want to provide 
more scenic surroundings for 
their prisoners. The reason be- 
hind the long- distance lodg- 
ings is financial - prisoners are 
housed in the Wayne County 
Jail for $65 per day, while out- 
county facilties charge as little 
as $27 and $30 per day. 

While members of the Con- 
ference of Western Wayne are 
pleased with their bargain- 
rate lodgings for prisoners, 
they fear that they may lose 
the space to state prisoners in 
the future. 

“It’s time for this conference 
to generate a program with a 
for-profit operator. If we all get 
together we could make a con- 
siderable savings,’* said Inks- 
ter Mayor Edward Bivens. “We 
should get a couple of people 
to come in and talk to us about 
it.” 

TVr separate firms have 


made presentations to area 
communities about their plans 
to build private jails to house 
misdemeanants. 

“In 1986, we were paying $55 
per day for facilities to house 
prisoners, and we were glad to 
do it. Then, the out-counties 
started to make facilities avail- 
able at cheaper prices,” said 
Dearborn Police Chief Ron 
Deriel. “The danger is that the 
state is now looking at the 
same idea. The communities 
that are now serving us, may 
see the state as a bigger 
money-maker. In the future, 
we might get shut out of these 
facilities if the state enters 
long-term contracts with 
them.” 

Deriel said he does not want 


to face a lose of facilities with- 
out an alternate plan. 

The Inkster mayor said it is 
imperative for the 18 members 
of the conference to begin in- 
vestigating alternate methods 
of housing misdemeanor pris- 
oners to avert a future crisis.

Robbery suspect 
to be sentenced

Sentencing is expected to 
be scheduled this month for a 
24-year-old Romulus man who 
allegedly took an unknown 
amount of money from the Na 
tional Bank of Detroit (NBD) in 
Wayne on Michigan Avenue 
near Wayne Road. 

Antoine Shawn Harris en- 
tered a plea of guilty to the 
robbery charges, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 

Wayne police arrested 
Harris Aug. 6, 1992 after he al- 
legedly handed a threatening 
note to a teller demanding she 
give him all the cash she had. 
He was unarmed, according to 
Wayne Police Chief John Col- 
ligan. 

“We were called to the 
scene about 10:45 p.m. Aug. 6,” 
Colligan said. “The suspect 
was last seen driving a gray 
Mercury Cougar. He was head- 
ing west on Michigan Avenue 
toward Wayne/’ 

Wayne police officer Brian 
Wojcik pursued the suspect af- 
ter identifying him from the 


description provided by the 
bank. 

“Officer Wojcik tried to stop 
the suspect by turning on his 
lights, but the suspect failed to 
stop,” Colligan said. “He con- 
tinued south on Wayne Road.” 

Harris drove into the park 
ing lot of an apartment com 
plex, got out of his vehicle and 
ran on foot into the wooded 
area behind the apartment 
complex, according to Col- 
ligan. 

“Officer Wojcik continued 
his pursuit on foot, and he was 
able to apprehend the suspect 
in the wooded area,” Colligan 
said. 

Harris was returned to NBD 
where he was identified. Dur- 
ing the interrogation by Sgt. 
Michael Sumeracki, the sus- 
pect admitted to the robbery, 
Colligan said. 

Wayne police officials 
called the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation officials who 
then took the suspect into cus- 
tody. 

Harris was arraigned in 
Federal Court in August, ac- 
cording to FBI officials. 


New program aimed at area youth

Troubled teenagers in West- 
land will soon be able to find 
someone to look up to, accord- 
ing to city officials. 

Beginning in February, the 
Westland Youth Assistance 
Program will provide teen 
agers with behavior problems 
in school or at home with a 
mentor and an individualized 
treatment plan to help the 
youth function cooperatively 
in society. 

The program, which has ex- 
isted since December, is still 
in the organizational process 
and is currently gathering 
names of teenagers and pro 
spective mentors, according to 
Ronaele Bowman, director. 

“The teenagers we get ei- 
ther have already been in- 
volved in an altercation with 
the law, or they have behav- 
ioral problems such as a child 
who was doing well then he or 
she started to decrease in be- 
havior,” Bowman said. “Some- 
times it is the kids themselves 
and other times the kids may 
be having problems with their 
parents. 


“If the teen has a parent 
who has an alcohol problem, 
we teach them that they can't 
change their parent’s alcohol- 
ism, blit they can change how 
they react to their parent’s 
drinking,” Bowman added. 

The program is designed to 
teach the teenagers how to 
cope with problems they face 
in their everyday environment. 

“Many youth who have be- 
havior problems lack the expe- 
rience or expertise in coping 
with the pressures placed on 
them at home, in school and in 
their neighborhoods with 
other peers,” officials stated as 
the philosophy of the program. 
“Their behavior problems are 
symptoms. The staff persons 
and volunteer mentor help the 
youth explore the causes of 
such behavior and how to han 
die problems more positively.” 

The program, pioneered by 
Westland Fire Department 
Battalion Chief George Riley, 
considers the efforts “an in- 
vestment in our youth today is 
an investment in our society of 
tomorrow.” 

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas has appointed 10 indi- 
viduals from the community to 


serve on the Westland Youth 
Advisory Council. Those indi- 
viduals are David Gillies, 
Wayne Westland School Board 
member Leonard Posey, West- 
land Police Chief Emery Price, 
18th District Court Judge Gail 
McKnight, Westland City Coun- 
cil members Sandra Cicirelli 
and Charles Pickering, George 
Borgelt, John Holman, Marga 
ret Harlow and Riley. 

The teenagers who will par- 
ticipate in the program will be 
referred by school officials, 
police officials, juvenile court, 
their families and some will be 
voluntary walk-ins, according 
to Bowman. 

Once a teenager is referred, 
Bowman's staff will meet with 
them. They will then meet with 
the teenager’s family and then 
there will be a meeting with 
the volunteer mentor and the 
teenager. 


At the meeting with the 
mentor, both will focus on pos- 
itive goals they hope to attain 
during the six months when 
they will participate in the 
program. 

Each mentor, who must re- 
ceive 15 hours of training, will 
meet with their youth once a 
week. Mentor’s hope to in- 
crease the youth’s self esteem 
and to help them rationalize 
appropriate actions and be- 
havior. 

“We are happy with any vol- 
unteers we get and they must 
be 21 years old or older,” Bow- 
man said. “It seems to be very 
difficult to get male mentors. 
Some of the best volunteer 
mentors I have worked with 
have been men.”

Funds unused 

Juvenile facility taxes are questioned by conference

When the Wayne County 
executive visits the Confer- 
ence of Western Wayne (CWW) 
next month, there could be 
some fireworks. 

For several months, mem- 
bers of the 18-community 
group have been simmering 
over the one-tenth mill county 
tax, which has been collected, 
but not utilized, for the pur- 
pose of constructing a juvenile 
offender facility. 

If Wayne County Executive 
Ed McNamara does not pre- 
sent a satisfactory plan for the 
millage levy, the local commu- 


nities may hold their share of 
the collected tax funds in 
escrow until an acceptable 
plan is offered. 

“It’s time to begin to con- 
sider what we are going to do if 
we’re ignored by the county. If 
we put the money in an escrow 
account, we’ll get the attention 
of the county,” said Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, the 
chairman emeritus of the 
group. 

Voters approved the levying 
of one-tenth mill through 1997 
for a youth facility. Commu- 
nities have collected the mill- 
age from local taxpayers since 
its implementation in 1987, 
and forwarded the monies to 
the county. After the tax was 


approved, Wayne County offi- 
cials declared the youth facil- 
ity would be too costly to 
construct, and the funds were 
placed in the general fund of 
the county since that time. A 
ballot proposal, which would 
have returned the tax dollars 
to local municipalities for the 
purpose of providing youth 
programs, was defeated in the 
November general election. 

“It was been a grave con- 
cern to all of us that this tax 
was levied, and not allocated 
for the purpose it was 
intended,” said CWW Chair- 
man Christopher Johnson of 
Northville. 

Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield 
asked the membership to wait 


until McNamara appears at 
the February CWW meeting 
before taking any action. 

“Our goal is to help youth, 
and we all need youth assis- 
tance programs,” Warfield 
said. “I want to hear his 
(McNamara’s) plan.” 

Inkster Mayor Edward 
Bivens also called for the con- 
ference members to wait until 
McNamara’s new plan is 
revealed. 

“Let’s wait for the county 
executive. Then, he may be 
more amenable,” said Bivens. 

“Especially when he hears 
that we’ll hold the tax money,” 
added an unidentified CWW 
member.

TIPS FOR “SAFE” 
TOY-BUYING

Kids love toys! And with 
today’s TV commercials, 
movies, and latest fads, there are 
a lot of toys to love. 

But those plush, plastic, battery- 
operated joys can sometimes be 
dangerous. Follow these safety 
tips when buying toys for your 
little ones. 

• Buy for your child's age. 

When purchasing toys for 
children, the most important 
thing to remember is to buy 
toys appropriate for your 
child’s age. Toys that are 
perfectly safe for an older child 
can be dangerous in the hands 
of an infant or toddler. 

• Ask questions. Don’t hesitate 
to ask questions when buying 
toys for your kids. If a toy is 
wrapped or boxed, and you 
have a concern, ask the store 
manager if you can examine 
the toy. 

• Read labels carefully. Toys 
designed for older kids, and not 
meant to be placed in the mouth, 
may pose serious threats to 
infants and toddlers. Many 


plastics contain chemicals that 
are dangerous if ingested. 

• Avoid balloons. Balloons, 
popular with kids of all ages, 
are one of the biggest causes of 
injury and death to young kids. 
Very attractive to infants and 
toddlers, balloons can be 
inhaled and lodge in the 
windpipe, causing choking. 

• Be wary of battery-operated 
toys. Batteries can be very dan- 
gerous, even lethal, if ingested. 
Even older children should be 
supervised when playing with 
battery-powered toys. 

Challenge, but don't frustrate 

Also, aside from safety con- 
cerns, toys should match your 
child’s developmental age. You 
want to challenge your children, 
but you don’t want to frustrate 
them Even if you think your 3 
year old is a genius, don’t buy 
him or her a computer toy if 
they’re not ready for it. And a 2 
year old doesn't have the motor 
skills to play with toys made for 
older kids. It can do more harm 
than good.

It is the time the annual Michigan Educa- 
tion Assessment Program scores are revealed. 

Parents will read the scores and decide their children 
are either being well educated or that their tax money is 
being wasted on teachers who are not doing the job. Build- 
ing principals will face administrators and administrators 
will face superintendents and all will face the music-sort 
of. 

These tests are ill used, misunderstood and nearly al- 
ways misinterpreted. Too many parents and educators 
themselves do not understand the scoring and the use of 
the testing. And too often the panic and desire to do well 
on these annual tests dictates the curriculum in local 
schools. 

These tests merely assess how children across the state 
are doing in specific areas at a specific time in their edu- 
cation. Lower scores do not always mean that a child is not 
being well taught or well educated. And excellent scores 
do not always mean that a student is actually receiving a 
good, well-balanced education. 

We urge parents to demand much more of every school 
district than merely acceptable MEAP scores, and we urge 
them to determine the acceptability and performance of 
the administration and teachers in their children’s district 
based on much more than these scores. 

Accept the scores for what they are worth, a teaching 
and assessment tool. They are not the criteria on which to 
base any judgment of a school district-good or bad.

Accidental 
discovery may 
end obesity 

WASHINGTON Researchers may have 
discovered a way to end obesity by acci- 
dent' 

In a study with a potential cholesterol low- 
ering agent, scientists noted an unusual side 
effect Instead of lower cholesterol levels, pa 
dents receiving a natural plant colloid lost 
weight while body weight in a control group 
remained constant 

The scientists say the mechanism behind 
the weight loss is not clear but suggest it is 
partially due to a decrease in the intestinal ab- 
sorption of calories Scientists in another 
study published in The British Journal of nu- 
trition found that patients consuming the 
same colloid lost weight in spite of being in- 
structed not to alter normal eating patterns 
Despite this evidence other scientists may not 
agree on the weight loss benefits of colloids 
Someday, pending further study there could 
be universal agreement that colloids are help- 
ful in confronting the problem of obesity 
National Dietary Research whose research 
topics have been the subject of articles pub- 
lished in recent medical and nutritional jour- 
nals. has successfully incorporated a senes of 
colloids into a chewable food tablet called FS- 
1 When used as directed FS-1 replaces high 
calorie fats with lower caloric nutrients, thus 
providing optimum nutrition with a minimum 
number of fat calories According to an article 
published in The American Journal of Clinical 
nutrition, consciously limiting the amount of 
food one consumes is not necessary to lose 
weight provided you limit the fat

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Custodial candidates charge schools with discrimination

Amid allegations of racial 
discrimination, custodial 
employees in the Wayne- 
Westland school district are 
hopeful that school officials 
will revise the current inter- 
viewing process for custodian 
applicants. 

Last summer many bus 
drivers in the district com- 
pleted a training program hop- 
ing to become custodians, 
according to Art Wood, presi- 
dent of the American Federa- 
tion of State, County and 
Municipal Employees. Wood 
had hoped those employees 
would have been chosen for 
the available positions. 

“People within our local 
should be getting those jobs 
first,” Wood said. “We had five 
people trained as custodians 
last summer so that they would 
be qualified for these jobs/’ 
Rather than hire substitute 
custodians. Wood wanted dis- 
trict officials to hire those 
union members working in 
other positions in the district 
before offering the positions to 
non-union substitute 
custodians. 

“None of those people were 
chosen,” Wood said. “There 
are also people in our union 
who have worked 15 years in 
the district at three and four- 
hour jobs. 

“If the game is now that I 
have to go public, then I don’t 
have any problem with that 
because I am an advocate for 
my people,” Wood said. 

Associate Superintendent 
of Employee Services Bill Tay- 
lor explained that applicants’ 
work history, test scores and 
interviews impact on those 
selected. 

“We do look at their work 
history and the number of 
years they have worked for us, 
but that doesn’t guarantee 
them a job, Taylor said. 

Since one of the custodial 
positions still remained 
vacant, school board vice- 
president Vicki Welty ques- 
tioned the reason the remain 
ing substitute custodians 
weren’t chosen. 

“My concern is that we have 
a lot of substitute custodians 
in the district,” Welty said. “My 
question is, if our substitute 
custodians aren’t good enough 
to get a job and we have to re- 
post, then why do we hire them 
as substitute custodians?” 

Taylor explained that there 
are benefits to having substi- 
tute custodians. 

“We have an obligation to 
keep the buildings clean,” Tay- 
lor said. “The best way to 
determine how a person is 
going to perform is to hire 
them as a substitute. 

We believe that via the 
interview route and paper 
screening route, we are propo- 
sing you hire the best five can- 
didates of the 133 who 
applied,” Taylor added. 

Wayne-Westland school offi- 
cials denounced rumors that a 
Hispanic substitute custodian 
was overlooked during the 
interview process for five posi- 
tions that were approved Mon- 
day night. 

“We believe we hired the 
best people for the job,” Taylor 
said. “We have done an excel- 
lent job in developing a pro- 
cess which goes far beyond 
what is required.” 

Two years ago, district offi- 
cials were accused of discrimi- 
nating against three 
applicants who had applied 
for five custodial positions, 
according to Taylor. 

“A number of people 
applied because in today’s 
market these are very attrac- 
tive jobs,” Taylor said. 

After the interviewing pro- 
cess had been completed, 
school officials recommended 
five substitute custodians for 
the positions. Two of the five 
were the sons of two school 
board members, who were 
serving at that time. 

“We had three complaints 
made against the district,” Tay- 
lor added. “One was for age 
discrimination of a white 
male. The second was for 
racial discrimination filed by 
a black male and the third was 
for sex discrimination filed by 
a white female.” 

The age and sex discrimina- 
tion charges were dropped by 
court officials, but the racial 
discrimination case was sent 
to the Federal Department of 
Justice, Taylor said. 

“They indicated that they 
believed we had not acted 
properly or appropriately by 
not hiring the black appli 
cant,” Taylor said. To remedy 
the situation, they asked that

Former wame resident puts audiences in stitckes

His love for the theater began when Terrence Caza attended 
Benjamin Franklin Junior High School in Wayne and performed 
in Cheaper by the Dozen. 

This 1976 Wayne Memorial graduate is now a professional 
actor who has amassed numerous credits for his outstanding 
performances off Broadway and on screen including various 
appearances on One Life to Live and All My Children. 

Caza is currently at the Birmingham Theatre portraying con- 
gressman Richard Willey in Ray Cooney’s outrageous comedy 
Two Into One which will continue until Jan. 31. 

In Two Into One , picture a U.S. Congressman, his wife and his 
mistress in the same Washington hotel, and worse yet, in adjoin- 
ing rooms. With the congressman’s prissy aide, a senior con- 
gresswoman, the chambermaid, the hotel manager and waiters 
all scurrying about trying to stay out of each other’s way, this is 
the making of a hilariously lunatic situation. 

Caza, who now lives in New York, said he has very happy 
memories of living in Wayne. One of his first jobs was delivering 
The Wayne Eagle. 

“I was born in Royal Oak, but we moved to Wayne when I was 9 
years old,” Caza said. “I received my undergraduate degree in 
theater and drama from the University of Michigan. 

“I have to say I knew that I wanted to be an actor after I 
performed in Cheaper by the Dozen at Benjamin Franklin. I en- 
joyed everything about it” 

Audiences throughout Michigan have seen Caza during his 
four seasons off-Broadway and touring the U.S. with John 
Houseman’s The Acting Co. where he appeared in Much Ado 
About Nothing , As You Like It, “Orchards and The Cradle Will Rock. 

Other resident theater credits include work at The Hartford 
Stage Co., Boston Huntington Theatre where he just finished a 
production of Pal Joey, the Guthrie Theatre in Minneapolis, 



Stagewest in Springfield Mo., The Yale Rep, Arizona Theatre 
Co., The McCarter Theatre in Princeton, N.J. and Playmakers 
Rep Co., in North Carolina. 

Caza said he enjoys both aspects of entertainment. 

“If you ask an actor who has performed on stage, however, 
they will probably tell you they prefer the theater because of the 
live audience,” Caza said. “Nothing can compare to a live audi- 
ence. To be able to capture the attention of more than 200 people 
and make them laugh, that’s a great feeling. 

“What’s also so fantastic about a live performance is that it’s 
different every night.” 

Although the life of an actor may appear glamorous, the climb 
up the ladder of success can be difficult if the economy is in a 
slump, according to Caza. 

“Acting jobs sway with the present economy,” Caza said. “If 
there is less money for productions, people will produce less 
shows. I’ve been very fortunate because I’ve always had work.” 

Does it take a lot of networking to get an acting job? 

“It’s who you work with, if they remember how well you 
worked the last time and, yes, networking does help,” Caza said. 

The work experience for Caza at the Birmingham Theatre is a 
unique one because the leading lady in the comedy, Mary 
O’Brady who portrays the wife of the congressman, Pamela 
Willey, is actually Caza’s fiancee. 


The other lead actor in Two Into One, Anderson Matthews who 
portrays George Pigden the congressman’s aide, is Caza’s best 
friend. 

How did all three land the main roles together for this pro- 
duction? 

“It was all by coincidence,” Caza said. “All of us auditioned 
for the roles at separate times. Mary and I have the same agent 

“There must have been at least a couple hundred actors who 
auditioned for these roles. After we were hired, I remember 
looking at the notes from one of the casting directors, and it said 
Mary and I would look good together for this role. Isn’t that 
amazing.” 

Caza said the actors rehearsed one week less than the usual 
three-week preparation before the opening. With all the twists 
and turns in the plot and remarkable dialogue between the 
three main characters, audiences would think these individuals 
rehearsed for months to get the perfection that is presented in 
this unique production. 

“Sometimes it’s necessary to take three weeks for rehearsal 
because you have to get to know the other actors in the produc- 
tion and find out each other’s space and what they expect of you 
or vice versa,” Caza said.

Cochensparger, 63, of 
Bronson, died Jan. 4, 1993 at 
the home of her daughter. 

Born on July 20, 1929 in 
Coldwater, she was the 
daughter of Mervin and 
Gladys (Paul) Donnell. 

Raised in Bronson, she 
moved to Sturgis in 1948 and 
to Wayne three years later. 

She returned to Bronson in 
1982 after her marriage to 
Dale Cochensparger on Dec. 
22, 1982. He died last year.

She was a member of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
American Legion Auxiliaries, 
Moose in Wayne (where she 
was senior regent) and was a 
charter member of the 
Annapolis Hospital Auxiliary. 

Surviving are her 
daughters, Mrs. Sharon 
(Frank) Lipke and Dawn 
(Troy) Norris, both of 
Westland, Dale Dee (Larry) 
Morrow of Wayne, Miss 
Katherine Kay Slack of 
Wixom and Mrs. Scott (Kelly 
Kaye) Underwood of Walled 
Lake; four sisters, Patricia 
Hall of Mongo, Ind., Rolene 
Rohrer of Athens, Dixie Rice 
of Bronson and Bonnie Yoder 
of Sturgis; nine 
grandchildren, and five great- 
grandchildren. 

Graveside services were at 
Bronson Cemetery with the 
Rev. Philip Lindner 
officiating. Arrangements 
were completed by the Kolcz 
Funeral Home in Bronson.

Front suspension is Mac- 
Pherson struts and deflected 
disc shocks and rear suspen- 
sion is Chapman struts with 
variable rate coil springs. 
Steering is rack-and-pinion 
with a turning radius only re 
quiring 2.97 full turns of the 
wheel. 

Inside the ride is quiet and 
smooth with sound muffling 
additions throughout the dash 
and trunk areas. Standard 
equipment includes a driver’s 
side airbag, A/C, front and rear 
defoggers, power seats and 
door locks and front wheel 
disc brakes (ABS is optional), 
plus LeSabre boasts five new 
exterior colors. 

Century this year is pow- 
ered by the optional 3300 se- 
ries V-6 or the standard 2.2L 
MFI engines. The larger power 
plant delivers 160 horsepower 
and decent start-up torque 
rated at 185 pound-to-foot. 
New this year for Century are 
Special and Custom wagon 
models, plus four new exterior 


colors, including: Light Drift- 
wood Metallic, Bright White, 
Ruby Red Metallic and Dark 
Cherry Metallic. 

Cadillac sales, too, are 
strong. One of the primary rea- 
sons, Wang said, is the North- 
star System mounted in 
certain Cadillac models fea- 
turing a rocket launching dual 
overhead cam V-8 engine, 
joined by road-sensing suspen- 
sion, traction control and 
Bosch II anti-lock brakes. Al- 
lante will be discontinued, 
Wang added. 

Pontiac sales, with expected 
sales topping 200,000 units in 
the 1992 model year, will re- 
main strong and GMC Trucks 
led the nation in overall mid- 
and large truck sales. 

“We’ve noticed a lot more 
(foot) traffic just in the last 
couple of weeks,’’ Wang added. 
“When the economy is down, 
people tend to pay their bills 
and reduce their debt I think 
the trend is swinging back to- 
ward larger ticket items like 
appliances and vehicles and 
people seem ready to spend a 
little more money.”
